morning. 

He piloted the airplane home in 
which he expects to make the trip to 
Brazil. 

Taking off from the northern city 
at 0:40 a. m. (eastern time) today, 
Redfern averaged 93.11 miles per hgur 
for the approximately 850-mile trip. 

Redfern made a near perfect land- 
ing as he wrought the plane to earth 
on the sandy beach, hard surfaced and 
smoothed by a receding tide, and miss- 
ed by only a matter of a few feet, 
the landing spot selected by him be- 
fore he left for Detroit.

Woud Not Be Time for 
Such Meeting Before 
His Retirement, He 
Says. 


Rapid City, S. D., August 5.— 
(United News.)—President Coolidge 
has removed whatever doubt may have 
existed as to the sincerity of his sud- 
den announcement Tuesday that he 
did not choose to run for president in 
1928. 

Although declining to amplify his 
statement, he let it be known in his 
first regular newspaper conference 
since the announcement that he did 
not fntend to call a disarmament con- 
ference in 1929 because his retirement 
on March 4 of that year would permit 
of insufficient time for such a meet- 
ing. 

Simultaneously he made known that 
he did not yet begin to think about 
what he would do after hie retirement. 
and suggested that work usually has 
come to him, He indicated he has not 
had much trouble finding something 
to do. It is expected he will go to his 
Vermont farm for a rest. 

No “One-Man Country.” 

Other evidence of Mr. Coolidge's 
sentiment was offered by O. H. P. 
Shelley, former republican national 
committeeman, who talked with the 
president this afternoon. 

Shelley said the president told him: 
“This is not a one-man country. There 
are plenty of good men in this coun- 
try.

kets probably making the first week's 
sales in excess of 10,000,000 pounds. 
Farmers in 60 south Georgia counties 
shared in the distribution of $1,856,- 
952.04 cash paid for the weed, with 
missing markets to be added to this 
figure, which, on the basis of existing 
prices, would place the total of money 
for the first week's sales at approxi- 
mately $2,000,000. 

While prices have ranged up 
$125 per hundred unds for the best 
leaf, with a number of sales at 50 
cents and above, the general average 
has been in the neighborhood of $20 
per hundred. 

The color of the leaf this- year is 
exceptionally good, but experts~ point 
out that while the color has _ been 
good, the texture and weight of the 
leaf was hurt to some extent by un- 
favorable weather which also reduced 
the yield. 

Business in the south Georgia bélt 
has taken on new life with the open- 
ing of the tobacco markets, and farm- 
ers as a whole are reported as well 
pleased with prices and sales condi- 
tions.

Vare and Wilson 
Unite in Effort 
To Save Ballots 


Washington, August 5.—(4)—Rep- 
resentatives of Senator-elect William 
S. Vare, republican, and his demo- 
cratic opponent, William B. Wilson. 
joined forces today in an effort to 
save from destruction the ballots cast 
outsitie of Philadelphia, Allegheny and 
Delaware counties in the Pennsylva- 
nia senatorial election last November. 

They agreed that Davis S. Barry, 
senate sergeant-at-arms, should write 
to the judges of the counties request- 
ing them to impound the ballots so 
they will not be destroyed when elec- 
tion officials clean out ballot boxes 
in preparation for the state primary 
to be held on September 20. 

Counsel for both Vare and Wilson 
will indorse Barry's letter and in addi- 
tion they will draw up for each coun- 
iy judge a formal order for impound- 
ing the ballots, thus saving the judges 
that much labor. 

Resides this, Barry will write to the 
commissioners of each county urging 
their cooperation in the effort to pre- 
serve all of the ballots cast in the 
state for use by the senate in pass- 
ing finally upon the,formal petition 
of contest. 

George F. Holmes, president of the 
State Association of Commissioners, 
also will address a letter to the com-

This method of seeking the ballots 
for senate use was decided upon after 
it had become clear that senate funds 
for obtaining the ballots immediately 
could not be made available, as the 
senate privileges and elections com- 
mittee was specifically limited in deal- 
ing with this case to the life of the 
sixty-ninth congress, which expired 
last March.

We are seeking in this 
measure to make useful citizens of 
these children by giving them a chance 
in life.’’ 

The legal adoption biJl, by Senator 
John I, Kelley, was presented by its 
author, in substitute for a senate bill 
identical with the one passed by the 
house. The author made a short talk 
explaining the provisions of the bill. 
He said Georgia at the present time 
has virtually no adoption law. This 
bill, he pointed out, requires adoptions 
to be made in superior court and they 
cannot be made permanent until after 
a six months trial period has elapsed. 
It was passed without a dissenting 
vote. 

The non-support and desertion bill 
by Senator Erle Cocke as brought out 
by the author, makes these offenses 
continuing ones. Under the present 
Georgia law, after one prosecutjon, a 
parent is exempt from further han- 
dling if he chooses to desert his chil- 
dren. The bill passed by the senate, 
Senator Cocke declared, would make 
each day in desertion a separate of- 
fense, 

Proponegts of the child welfare leg- 
islation, consisting of five bills, ju- 
venile court, illegitimacy, non-support 
and desertion, legal adoption and 
mothers’ aid, are elated over the suc- 
cess thus far with the program. They 
point out that all five of the bills have 
been to a vote in one house or the 
other. More than 200 votes have 
been cast on them, and only ten neg- 
ative ballots have been recorded. 


POSTAL RECEIPTS } 
SHOW DECLINE 


Washington, August 5.—(#)—Postal 

receipts showed a decline for July, 
as compared with that month a year 
ago, for the first time in many months 
at the fifty selected postoffices 
throughout the country, Receipts as 
announced at the postoffice depart- 
ment today totaled $26,299,872, a de- 
erease of $483,547 from July last year. 
Five Sundays in July this year mak- 
ing a total of 25 business days com- 
pared with 26 business days last year, 
was given as the reason for the de- 
cline, which amounted to 4.81 per cent 
comparing with an increase of 4.19 
per cent in July last year over July, 
1926. 
Thirty of the fifty postoffices, in- 
cluding New York, Chicago, Philadel- 
phia, Boston and St. Louis, showed 
decrease in receipts. Jacksonville, 
Fla., showed the largest decline with 
16.43 per cent. Jersey City showed 
the Jargest per cent of increase with 
14.04, New Haven second with 11.79. 
Akron third wtih 11.25 and Worces- 
ter, Mass., fourth with 10.22. 

Increases in southern cities were 
Washington, 0.41 per cent; Atlanta, 
5.22: Louisville, 6.06; Richmond, 
4.63: Houston, 2.98. Decreases were 
shown at Baltimore, with 2.57 per 
cent, Dallas 8.33, New Orleans 6.77, 
Memphis 1.17, Nashville 4.86, Fort 
Worth 1.24 and Jacksonville 16.43.

Field Marshal Wilson's diary, 


published serially in the Jondon 
Times, gave an interesting glimpse 
behind the scenes at the Peace Con- 
ference and on the opinion several 
leading personages had on President 
Wilson. “At War Cabinet we con- 
sidered Wilson's last answer to the 
Boche. It really is a complete usur- 
pation of power of negotiation. He 
practically ignores us and the’ French. 
He wont treat with the Hohenzollerns, 


thus making sure of Bolshevism. He 
wont treat as long as the Boches sink 
ships and have other frightfulness. 
And he is sending a s@parate letter to 
j Austria. And all this without con- 
sultation with his Allies. We dis- 
cussed all this, and 1 was strongly of 
opinion that we should go over to 
Paris at once and register a note to 
Wilson putting him in his proper 
place, but 1 was not able to persuade 
Llowd George, and after lunch he 
went off to Walton Heath. Either 
he is seedy, or he is meditating a 
speeeh, I am certain that we (British, 
French, Italians) ought to get to- 
gether and put the truth baldly before 
Wilson. He is now taking charge in a 
way that terrifies me, as he is a super-

Months ago in this column I gtated 
my conviction that Coolidge would not 
make the race in 1928 and that the 
administration influences would be 
turned to Secretary Herbert Hoover. 

Other than Coolidge. and outside a 
Jarge ring of political manipulators 
and traders, no man in the party is 
more popular than Hoover. He has 
among the American populace more 
admirers and fewer critics than any 
other man in the party and in the 
present administration.

PALE GUMS AND POOR TEETH. 

Miss Marjory R— asks.a pertinent 
question : 

“I'am 16 years old and so far have 
very good teeth and would like to keep 
them good. .1 have my teeth examined 
twice a year, but my gums are a pale 
red. Is that a symptom of any dis- 
ease? I use for mouth wasb. 
Is that all right? Kindly tell me what 
is the best way to cate for my teeth.” 

I am not in touch with the latest 
magazine lore and it may ve that Miss 
Marjory has stumbled upon some new 
disease in her favorite magazine, the 
telltale sign being pale red gums. If 
that is the case I can only assure her 
that I haven’t learned about the new 
disease yet, and to my dull conscious- 
ness pale red gums are normal, — 

However. if an individual is very 
anemic—that is, if the blood is below 
standard in red cell quota or hemo- 
globin (coloring matter) percentage or 
both, the gums usually appear pale, 
az do the lips. 

If there is any association or con- 
nection between paleness of the gums 
and the condition of the teeth it is 
rather an indirect one. The dentists 
assure me that insufficient mastica- 
tion of natural foods is attended with 
pale gums. Well, if that is the cage, 
then the prevention and remedy should 
be obvious enough—one must see to 
it that a reasonable amount of fresh 
raw vegetables and fruits are included 
in the daily ration, and one must 
chew them vigorously and thoroughly, 
for the benefit of the teeth and gums 
as well as the general health. 

I think the old time prejudiee of 
doctors, dentiste and folks against 
candy and sweets in the diet of the 
child was largely based upou the un- 
considered fact that the child who 


had much candy and other sweets did 
not do much masticating and so the 
teeth suffered, from lack of exercise 
of the muscles of mastication as well 
as lack of the mineral elements and 
vitamins that we now bé@lieve so es- 
sential for the development of sound 
teeth. 

Miss. Marjory asks about a mouth 
wash. The boric acid solution she uses 
is all right, though I prefer to make 
my own borie acid solution and omit 
the pretty tints and tastes—a_ fea- 


spoonful of boric acid in the pint of'] 


boiled water. This, I think, is as ef- 
ficient as any antiseptic mouth wash 
or gargle can be, 

The practice of having the teeth 
inspected, and if necessary treated. 
wice a year, is in my judgment the 
best plan of all for the conservation 
of the teeth. In spite of any care 
one may take of one’s own teeth a 
certain amount of tartar accumulation 
is inevitable, and this can Se removed 
only by the dentist. 

Not a word has been said about 
brushing the teeth or using any kind 
of soap, plain or fancy. 

Not a word need be said abont 
that. It is of no importance, in the 
conservation of the teeth. If one likes 
to use a tooth brush and some toilet 
soap or other dentifrice, there is no 
harm in it, as a rule. The actual 
cleaning of the teeth, however, is must 
effectively accomplished in the masti- 
eation of fruits and vegetables, except 
tartar deposits or stains, which require 
the skill of the dentist. 

We believe small daily doses of cod 
liver oil for the expectant mother 
and for the young infant supply a 
vitamin which aids in the develop- 
ment of good teeth.

Editor Constitution: In the ordi- 
nary every-day activities one may read 
your editorials as a matter of fact

Go further than that and compare the 
two students from these widely dif- 
ferent localities and see them enter- 
ing any kind of business—the medical 
profession, legal profession, business 
concerns and even farming itself. There 
ns no comparison, and, as you Say, 
“such a sitnation, and in it prevails 
all over Georgia, is fundamentally 
wrong.” It certainly is wrong and 
a change should be made, but—how? 


We read with pride that our bvsi- 
ness men, executives and state offt- 
cials make trips for no other purpose 
than to study the conditions of other 
states as regarding their respective. en- 
terprise. We take pride that we are 
making wonderful progress when such 
trips are entered upon. It -is good 
and worthwhile that trips be made.

The first demonstration of this 
country’s good will for Great Britain 
will take place Sunday when Secre- 
tary Kellogg speaks at the dedication 
of the international peace bridge be- 
tween Buffalo and Canada.

BOMB EXPLOSION 
WRECKS SUBWAYS 


Continued From First Page. 


missioner Joseph Warren, who arrived 


on the scene of the Broadway B. M. 
T. explosion 10 minutes after the de- 
tonation. Special temporary guard 
units were rushed by police and fire 
department antomobiles to every sub- 
way station in the city and may 
made permanent. ' 

A woman, police believed, may have 
been killed by the B. M. T. station ex- 
plosion. Detectives of the . bomb 
squad found a pair of torn and burn- 
ed «slippers and fragments of a dress 
in the debris. Nearby was found a 
black metal box, resembling a lunch 
box which was locked. It measured 
& by 12 inches and bomb squad ex- 
perts said it was probably a part of 
the infernal machine which tore the 
sides and ceiling out of the station, 
which is situated directly below a 
Corn Exchange branch bank. 

When Dr. Reilly, of Bellevue hos- 
pital, arrived at the B. M. T. station 
he started to quiz Peter Maules, one 
of the injured. The man could not 
talk at first and when he found speech 
could not explain his being in the 
vieinity of the explosion. Maules 
was arrested after being treated aud

Then these man evidently sped the 
two blocks to the I-R-T station at 
Fourth avenue. The bomb there ex- 
ploded at 11:25 p. m. T. Buckley 
Was among those standing on the 
down platform at the station. He 
was knocked to the platform floor by 
the explosion, his shoes were burned 
and his watch stopped at 11:25, 

Panie reigned in the downtown sec- 
tion's hotels for many minutes after 
the explosions.

Must Obtain Stay. + 

If this is obtained, it will get Sacco 
and Vanzetti out of their death cells, 
but will not save them from execu- 
tion shortly after midnight Wedney- 
day, unless a stay of execution also 
can be obtained. 

Hill believes it will be necessary to 
appeal to a higher court than the fed- 
eral district court in seeking the stay 
of execution.

“We challenge the governor to state 
the facts and reasons on which he 
bases his decision. There are no valid 
facts or reasons in the decision it- 
self.” , 

“First we challenge him to make 
public the report made by his ad- 
visory committee to him. We chal- 
lenge the advisory committee to pub- 
lish in their entirety the proceedings 
before it. We are more than content 
to let the conscience of fair-minded 
men judgé on the basis of these pro- 
ceedings whether or not President 
Lowéll, of Harvard, President Strat- 
ton, of the* Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology, and Judge Grant were 
justified in their decision. 

“We challenge Governor Fuller to 
state whether or not he investigated 
the department of justice files to dis- 
cover what they reveal concerning 
Sacco and Vanzetti. We are almost 
certain that he did not, even though 
Attorney General Sargent of the 
United States extended him that op- 
portunity. In refusing to do’ so Gov- 
ernor Fuller thereby’ has become part 
of the conspiracy existing between 
the department of justice and the 
prosecuting attorneys from the very 
start of this case.

DURING PAST. WEEK 


New York, August 5.—(4)—The ex- 
tended advances of last month have 
been followed by sharp reactions in 
the cotton market here during the past 
week. A disposition to take profits 
on long contracts was promoted by 
the approach of the first government 
indicated crop report of the season 
and while the decline was checked by 
buying on the bullish view of the end- 
season statistics on Monday. the mar- 
ket soon weakened again. Selling was 
accelerated later by weakness in Liver- 
pool and Alexandria, while the unset- 
tling effect on sentiment vf President 
Coolidge’s announcement that he did 
not choose to run for reelection, was 
also a factor. 

December contracts, which had sold 
at 19.39 in July 26 or about 7 ‘points 
above the low level of the old crop 
year, broke to 17.18 in Wednesday's 
late trading. This decline of $11 
per bale from the high levels of the 

revious week. evidently improved the 
technical position and there were ral- 
lies on Thursday ag a result of cov- 
ering or rebuying. Advances of a lit- 
tle .more than half a cent from the 
lowest met a renewal of liquidation, 
however, and the market was unsettled 
at the end of the week. 

No doubt the chief factor on the de- 
cline has been uncertainty as to the 
showing of Monday's government re- 
port and a feeling that the advance of 
late last month had prett well dis-. 
counted bullish features in the sitna- 
tion. ‘The failure of the New Orleans 
figutes on world’s consumption and 
earry-over of old crop cotton to stimu- 
late a more active demand, was prob- 
ably a disappointment to some recent 
buyers. and it was also noted that re- 
iterated reports of increasing boll 
weevil infestation were having com- 
paratively little effect. 

These features combined with the 
weak technical position of the market! 
evident] created reactionary senti-; 
ment, while the rapidity of the decline 
contributed to the nervousness of 
holders. The private end-July crop 
reports seemed to be without any par- 
ticular effect on the market, but if 
anything were regarded as tending to 
increase uncertainty with reference to 
the coming government report. 

Private figures on the condition | 
ranged from 70.7 up to 74.7 and fig- 
ures on the indicated yield from 15.,- 
983,000. up to 15,045,000 bales. Ac- 
cording to a canvas made today, mem- 
bers of the New York Cotton Ex- 
change on the average are looking for 
a government condition report of 72.7 
on Monday.
